Cut cake, either sponge, angel, cho¬ 
colate or caramel, using the kind ap¬ 
propriate to the cream served. 

Take two slices of gold cake, put 
together with a slice of caramel cream, 
cover the sandwich with caramel sauce 
a ml sprinkle with toasted almonds. 

Angel cake, strawberry Ice cream 
and crushed berries for the suuce. 

Chocolate cuke, vanilla Ice creum 
and a sauce of whipped cream aud 
chopped nuts. 

Fruit Sundae. 

Prepare a nut suuce, using chopped 
dates, tigs preserved In sirup, mara¬ 
schino with the sirup and blanched 
toasted almonds. Prepare the fruit, 
using equal amounts of each finely 
chopped, adding the sirup to make 
of the right consistency. Serve 
vanilla lee cream with the sauce 
poured over it. 

Mint Float. 

Boll one-half cupful each of sugar 
and water together for live uiluutes. 
Add the leaves from a bunch of mint 
finely chopped: there should he six 
tablespoons; add u scant half cup of 
lemon juice and let ataud several 
hours or overnight. Tint with green 
color paste. Iu each glass put a table¬ 
spoon of the mint sirup, 011 the glasses 
with ginger ale and add a scoop of 
lemon water Ice for each glass. 

Chocolate Cream Squares. 

Place a square slice of chocolate 
Ice cream on u dolly covered plate and 
cover with whipped cream, hot fudge 
sauce and chopped pecans.

I. Personal History. 

1. He wns the non of Zchedee and 
brother of the apostle James (M:itL 
4:21). The Implication Is that Ills fa¬ 
ther was In easy circumstances, for h# 
had boats am) hired servants (Mark 
1:10, 20). 

2. He was a disciple of John the 
Baptist (John 1:85»40). This was a 
most valuable training, for John was 
a man sent from Hod (John 1 T»). The 
fiery eloquence of the Baptist no doubt 
profoundly impressed him. 

3. lie was called to follow Jesus 
(Mati i 21, 22) Hi mu tir-d celled 
into the relationship of a disciple. A* 
a disciple he came to know Jesus per¬ 
sonally. 

4. Appointed as an apostle (Matt 
10:2). Having been tested ns a dis¬ 
ciple. he now Is appointed ns no 
apostle (Mark 3:13-19; Luke 6:13-10). 
II. His Character. 

1. lie was reserved. That Is, he 
i was decidedly reticent about himself. 
He speaks of himself ns "the disciple 
whom Jesus loved" and "that other 
1 disciple." 

2. He possessed n rare gift of pene¬ 
trative Insight. The truths set forth 
In bis writings did not come as a re¬ 
sult of reasoned Judgment, but of pene¬ 
trative insight. He was Indeed t seer. 
3. He wus thoroughly masculine, 
j Christian art does him a thorough In¬ 
justice In portrnylng him as effemi¬ 
nate. He was Intense, vehement In hi* 
temperament. He was truly a "son of 
thunder," ns Christ declared (Mark 
3:17). 

III. Some Instances of Behavior. 

1. Intolerance of Irregular service 
(Luke 9:41), 80). There whs a certaia 
disciple who seems to have been Intel¬ 
ligently witnessing and Ood had hon¬ 
ored his testimony with power to cast 
out devils. John forbade hlui because 
he was not working with them. 

2. His righteous Indignation dis¬ 
played (Luke 9:81-86). When Jesus 
had set his face toward Jerusalem 
some Samaritans refused to extend 
hospitality to him. This treatment of 
his Muster so amused the anger of 
John and James that they desired to 
call down fire from heaven to burn 
them up. This action grew out of 
John’s great love for his Master. 

3. John's care of Christ's mother 
(John 19:28-27). From the cross Jesus 
beheld his mother and committed her 
to the tender care of John. The In¬ 
tense love that he had for his Lord 
would move him to express the tender- 
est affection for his mother. 

IV. His Third Epistle. 

This Is one of the three private Epis¬ 
tles of the New Testament and gives 
us a look Into the early church life 
and also a picture of the aged apostle. 
This Epistle consists of the following 
parts: 

1. The salutation (vv. 1-4). This 
letter was addressed to Galas, with the 
fervent wish that his temporul pro*, 
perlty and physical health would he 
measured by the measure of the In¬ 
crease of his spirituality. His supreme 
Joy was to hear that Ills children were 
walking In the truth. 

2. ills praise for Guius (vv. 8-8). 

I This praise was for the hospitality 
which Guius showed toward some trav¬ 
eling evangelists. In spite of the op¬ 
position of a certain prominent mem¬ 
ber of the church. Qalus received these 
preachers Into his home. To receive 
God’s messengers Into our homes and 
send them forth on their Journey Is a 
deed worthy of God. One of the best 
ways to help the truth Is to show hot- 
pitulity to Its messengers. 

3. His condemnation of Dlotrephes 
(vv. 9. 10). The sin of this man wus 
his over weening self-confidence and 
arrogance. He loved to have the plac* 
of pre-eminence; therefore, for that 
reason he refused to receive these trav¬ 
eling evangelists and expelled from 
the church those who had received them 
into their homes. He even maliciously 
attacked John the beloved pustor. His 
spirit of pride moved him to acts of 
tyranny toward others. 

4. Ills commeiidutlon of Demetrius (v. 
12). Demetrius was perhaps the bear¬ 
er of this letter. John gives the assur¬ 
ance (hut Demetrius was of good report 
among all men. Ills life of good doe<lc£i 
proved that he wus In fellowship with 
God.

Blackbirds starlings, cowblrds, I 
i and English sparrows congregate 1 
1 and establish roosts, usually late in 
| the summer. Thousands of birds 
j may gather In a single tree. 

Guns are most effective If used 
J early In the evening when ttie birds i 
first appear. Then they are more 
easily frightened. After darkness | 
they move only n few yards when ' 
the guns are used. Shells carrying 
No. 0 or No. 8 shot and loaded with , 
black powder are recommended for 
noise. Shooting Into the roosts five 
or six evenings may lie necessary 
In cases where Inrge roosts have 
been established. In smaller cities 
and communities the use of shot¬ 
guns usually is not forbidden by 
local regulations. 

Roman candles or streams of wa¬ 
ter from a hose may be effective In 
localities where the use of firearms 
is prohibited. Klectrlc lights or hells 
in trees where the birds roost often 
drive them away. 

Protected species such as robins 
and purple martins sometimes es 
rubllsh roosts but do not become a 
great nuisance.
